Applicants respectfully request that the Patent Term Adjustment ("PTA") for this 
Application be set at 249 days. Enclosed are a copy of the Determination of Patent Term 
Adjustment forwarded with the Notice of Allowance and a copy of the Issue Notification for the 
above-identified application. Also enclosed is a printout from the PAIR system. 

Applicants received a Determination of Patent Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. § 
154(b) that indicated that the PTA would be set to 249 days (see May 17, 2004 Notice of 
Allowance). 

On September 30, 2004, Applicants received an Issue Notification that indicated that the 
PTA had be reset to 181 days. 

As suggested in the Issue Notification, Applicants reviewed PAIR to determine why the 
PTA had been reduced. PAIR indicated that a PTO delay of 253 days accrued between the 



37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d) is specifically directed toward modification of the PTA due to changes in issue 
* date. However, the PTO has indicated that this section should be used in the situation described 
f herein. 
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"Initial Exam Team" entry (August 8, 2001) and the mailing of the Non-Final Rejection (June 
18,2003). 

PAIR indicated, however, that the PTA is 181 days. It is indicated that there was 72 days 
of Applicant delay. This delay appears to have been partially assessed due to Applicants delay in 
filing a Response under 37 C.F.R. § 1.111 on September 22, 2003. This response was delayed 
due to Federal Government being closed on Thursday, September 18, 2003, and Friday, 
September 19, 2003, due to Hurricane Isabel. There also is a delay assessed due to "workflow - 
drawings finished". 

Applicants note that as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office was closed on the initial 
due date of September 18, 2003 and thereby were required to file the Response under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.11 1 on September 22, 2003, Applicants should not be assessed a four (4) day penalty. 
Also, as there were no drawings associated with this application, Applicants should not be 
assessed a further deduction of sixty-eight (68) days. 

Applicants therefore submit that they are entitled to a PTA of 253 days. 

Under 35 U.S.C. § 154(b)(l)(A)(i), it is considered PTO delay when at least one of the 
notifications under 35 U.S.C. § 132 or a notice of allowance are issued after 14 months of the 
date on which an application was filed under 35 U.S.C. § 1 1 1(a). 

Such a reduction, however, should not be applicable in this case. 

Therefore, Applicant Delay in this Application should be zero days. 

Thus, for at least the above reasons, Applicants respectfully submit that the reduction of 
PTA to 181 days is improper. Applicants respectfully request that the PTA be reset at 253 days.
